REMARKS 



The Examiner's Amendment mailed 6 April, 2006 has been 
reviewed . 

Claims 1-15, inclusive, have been cancelled. 
Claims 27-33, inclusive, have been cancelled, pursuant 
to the telephonic interview of 31 March 2006. 

Applicant accepts the Examiner's Amendment, but with 
the following proposed amendment to Claim 16, as discussed 
with the Examiner in a telephonic interview on Friday 23 
June 2006. 

Specifically, Applicant amends Claim 16 in line 9, 
substituting the word --should-- for "must", for the reasons 
discussed in the 23 June 2006 telephonic interview. This 
amendment corresponds to what was previously line 8 prior to 
the Examiner's Amendment of Claim 16.
